EIGHT HOURS FOR WORK. 


A Monster Demonstration of Wage- 
Workers. at Twelfth Street 
Turner- Hall. 


Six Thousand Men Will Insist on the 
Eight-Hour System After 
May 1. 


Speeches and Resolutions—A Mass- Meeting 
at Battery D to Be Held 
Soon. 
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The opening gun in the workingmen's 


oe for the adoption of the eight-hour 
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in Chicago and elsewhere the Ist day of 
May next was fired last night at the West Side 
Turner-Hali. The demonstration was a mon- 
ster one as numbers go, as there were 
mot less than 4,000 men packed into 
a ball that scarcely has comfortable 
room for haif that number. it 
is stimm ed that between 2,000 and 3,000 men 
were unable to gain admittance, but, as the 
spirit of the movement had taken bold of all. 
everfiow meetings were held outside and were 
addressed by several speakers. 

The various trade organizations gathered at 
their hulls early in the evening, formed into a 
column, and, preceded by a band, marched 
to the hall, where as early as a quarter before 
8 oclock there was sOarcely standing room.

nion, preceded by a fife and drum corps, 

rehing in a column of fours and numbering 
pout 1.200 men, turned into Twelfth street 
then marched into the hall in a column of 

D taking seats in the gallery. The shoe

ters’ and Sawyers’ Union was rep 
esented by probably 300 men. All of these 
organizations carried transparencies with va- 
vious mottoes, a few of which read: ‘“ Oppose 
ehild labor.“ “Boycott Maxwell Bros.“ 
* Equality to all.“ Lock bow you vote next 
fall. Down with convict labor,“ etc., ete. 

When order in the ball was finally restored, 
P. H. McLogan, the Chairman of the Eight- 
Hour Committee of the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly, became the presidm genius, but only 
held the position long enough to 
nominate Charles W. Rowan. President 
of the Labor Assembiy, for Chair- 
man of the meeting. This man, on taking the 
chair, briefly outlined the object of the meet- 
ing. William Hollister was elected Secretary. 
The following Committee on Resolutions was 
then appointed: P. H. McLogan, C. F. Seib, 
RE. Mulrany, G. F. Schilling, and W. N. Tom- 
son. 

ADDRESSES. 

The Chair introduced Robert Schilling of 
Milwaukee, whe proceeded to address the 
meetiag. He said that the movement in favor 
of the Agut-Hour law was exciting the same 
interest in other cities as in Chica 
go, all of which, he argued, went 
to show that the working people 
were being aroused in their own interests, and 
that the laborer was beginning to look upon 
himeelf as baving as much right to say what 
his wages would be as the capitalist. He beid 
that the workingmen had certain rights that 
all should respect, and that the bosses must 
not treat them as menials but as equals. He 
then gave an account of the benefits the coop- 
ers throughout the country enjoyed as «a 
result of cutting down the hours ot labor 
to ten, havmg previously been from 
fourteen to sixteen. He went on 
0 show that the additional time 
gained by the men had been employed to edu- 
cate themselves and better their condiuon gen- 
erally. He answered the ‘“overproduction”’ 
argument o the satisfaction of his auditors 
by advancing the theory that if every man in 
the country who wanted a new suit would buy 
itat once if he only had the money in bis 
pocket this demand would deplete every stock 
ot clothing and absorb every pound of wool 
between the two oceans, and concluding 
with a picture of employment for all 
idlo men and women. Continuing, 
be said the main tting the country 
needed was the elevation of the working 
classes, not only above necessity, Lut to a pos- 
tion where they would be able to enjoy some 
of tne luxuries of life. He said further that if 
the eight-hour movement is pusbed to a suc- 
cessful issue 20 per cent more labor would be 
needed, and that as the demand for labor in- 
ereased wages would become better and better. 
In conclusion, be said that as a matter of fact 
the laboring man died about twenty years ear- 
er than others, and that all who bad died 
were simply murdered by the outrageous sys- 
tem of labor in vogue. His remarks were 
loudly applauded.

THE OUTDOOR MEETING. 

Eda Mulraney, President of the Bricklayers’ 
Union, was chosen Chairman of the outdoor 
meeting. Bolger'’s band played in the middie 
of the street, which was densely crowd- 
ed with cheering workingmen, over whose 
heads bobbed triangular and quadrangular 
transparencies flaunting mottoes, conspicuous 
among which were * Bricklayers’ Union of

than were now employed. He congratu- 
lated the breklayers on the strength 
of their union. His trade—carpoentering 
—was underpaid compared with bricklaying. 
Carpenters had worked for 90 cents a day in 
Chicago in a few instances. These were isolated 
} Cases, to be sure, as the craft generally got $2 
and more; but it showed what they would come 
to without a strong organtzs tion like the brick- 
layers. The carpenters of New York City bad 
decided to work nine hours per day, and were 
getting $3.50, proving that the reducing of the 
— of labor reduces the price of a day's 
wor 

George Schilling of Chicago reviewed the his- 
tory of the bricklayers in Chicago, going back 
to the time when they were unable to collect 
tho ir wages because the Inen law was inade- 
quate. Today, he said, they were collecting 
their owa wages, no wages were lost, and 
all through the influence of the union. No 
buliding could be completed until the bricklay- 
ers got their pay out of it. The Bricklayers’ 
Union of St. Louis bad passed an almost unani- 
mous resolution last week to work only eight 
bours at 45 cents an hour. The Chicago union 
of the same craft bad decided on eight hours 
at 40 cents, and they would get it as surely as 
they bad said it. 

Robert Schilling of Milwankee and Charles 
Seipp, ex-President of the Cigarmakers’ Union 
ana present Statistician for the Knights of La- 
bor, made speeches in favor of eight bours for 
a day's work. 

Boys and men circulated in the hall and out- 
side selling **McCormick’s lockout songs—a’ 
nickel a copy.“ and they did a lively business.

TALKING OF A BOYCOTT. 


The KMuights of Laber FPessibly te Wield 
Their Strongest Wegen of Warfare 
Agaiust Mr. MeOormick, Whe Dees Not 
Fear the Outeeme— Mr. Maxwell Non 
Committal. 

It was stated yesterday that at the meeting 
of District Assembly No. 57 of tne Knights of 
Labor, beid at No. 2525 South Halsted street, 
it was decided to boycott Mr. McCormick. The 
issuance of this boycott, one of the Knights 
said, was final, and would extend from Maine 
to California unless the General Assembly 
vetoed it. Hesaid: “The boycott is in effect 
in this city already, and by Friday will ve in 
full operation. The farmers in this State will 
help us, and I have heard the State Grange 
issued a boycott on him two weeks ago. Even 
Mr. McOCormick’s buildings will be boycotted. 
For instance, if de owns a building tenanted 
by a grocer that grocer will be boycotted unless 
he moves out at once.“ 

Mr. McCormick was out to the works yester- 
day. When asked what he thought of the 
situation be said there was no change, and that 
he would run his workson an usual. He ex- 
pected no trouble, and thought the Knights of 
Labor bad nothing to do with any boysett on 
him. He didn’t think a boycott would hurt 
him, as all his business was out in the country. 
The boycott, he thought, did not extend out- 
side of the city, and the strikers are talking a 
great deal. Farmers are in the habit of buying 
where they buy cheapest, regardiess of boy- 
cotts. ; 

Quite a number of the strikers have obtained 
work elsewhere, and have gladly gone to 
work. A member of District Assembly No. 57, 
who had been at the meeting Sunday after- 
noon, said that they had taken no action 
whatever 
strike. Mr. 
the .matter was 
of the Knights was correct, and they had issued 
no boycott on him, nor did they as far us be 
knew intend todoso. The facts in the matter 
were as follows: The Molders’ and Metal- 
workers’ Unions, most of the members of 
which are Knights of Labor, caused all the 
trouble, and without the sanction of the 
Knights went on a strike. This was contrary 
to the rules of the order, and these two smaller 
unions bad carried the strike through in an in- 
dependent manner, refusing aid from any other 
organization.

A TRIBUNE re rcallied on Mr. Maxwell 
and asked him if he had teit any effects of the 
boycott placed upon his goods. He said he 
had nothing: to say whatever either one way or 
the other. The District Assembly raised tne 
boycotton Thompson & Taylor because they 
stopped taking boxes from Maxwell bros. It 
was also raised on Adams & Westlake, who had 
been dealing in a smali way with Maxwell, and 
on George Edmanson, the oyster and fish 
dealer. The firms promised to get their boxes 
hereafter at union factories only.

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CREMATED FURNITURE. 


R. Deimel & Bros’. Immense Estab- 
lishment on Wabash Avenue 
in Ruins. 


Furious Flames Which for a Time Defy 
the Efforts of the Fire- 
men. 


The Loss Estimated at Close on $100,000— 
A Beautiful Display—The Origin 
a Mvstery. 


The extensive furniture warehouse and 
saiesroom of R. Deimel & Bros., which occu- 
pied the handsome six-story and basement 
building Nos. 311 and 313 Wabash avenue, was 
visited by a destructive fire during the even- 
ing that entailed a loss of possibly $100,000, and 
at one time threatened the adjacent property. 
About 9 o’clock at night the private wateb- 
man in the buiiding—a man named Anderson— 
saw smoke on the second floor, and burrying to 
the private box with which the establishment 
was supplied be turned in an alarm at 9:18. 
Bogine No. 10 was dispatched in response to 
the summons, but it had not reached its des- 
tivation when Anderson, alarmed at the rapid 
progress of the flames, rusbed into the street 
shouting Fire!“ * Fire!” Officer 
Michael Manning heard his calls,. and 
runoing to the corner of Wabash 


avenue and Congress street be turned in an 
alarm from box No. 65 at 9:19 p. m. When the 
department arrived, it was found that the 
flames had spread on the second and third 
floors, and was making such rapid progress 
that it was apparent that a big fire could not 
be averted, and at 9:35 p.m. Chief Swenie 
gave a combined second and third alarm. The 
structure was stored with highly inflammable 
materials. On the first floor were the 
offices, and a portién of it, as well 
as the entire second story, was used as 
display rooms. .Here was exposed finished 
and valuable furniture. The third and fourth 
floors were devoted to uphoistering. The silks, 
velvets, anc plushes employed in covering the 
furniture were stored ou these floors and on the 
two upper floors the finishing was done. The 
chief contents of the latter stories were wood- 
en furniture frames. The paints, oils, and 
varnishes used in finishing the furniture were 
kept stored under the sidewalk, and only sut- 
ficient for daily consumption was takea up 
each morning. 
HOW IT WAS FOUGHT. 

At one time it looked as though the fire could 
be confined to the second and third floors, 
but it ate its way through the floor above until 
it reached the fifth and sixth, when it again 
spread with great rapidity, burst through the 
roof, which as well as the sixth floor was com- 
pletely burned out. North of the burning 
buildmg was the Studebaker Block, and south 
of it, on the corner of Congress street, 
was the John Quincy Adams Block. When 
the firemen were driven out of the burning 
block they gained the roofs of the two adjoin- 
ing blocks, which were protected by thick fire- 
walls, and fought the flames from this vantage 
ground. The fire-escapes on the two buildimgs 
were of great service to the firemen in gettme 
the hose onto the roofs. The alley at the rear 
was filled with apparatus, and it was 
in the rear of the building, from top 
to bottom, that the fire fiercest. 
A fireman was standing on a ladder at a great 
hight from the ground, when a red-hot iron 
shutter—one of those that bad proven a great 
detriment to getting a stream inside the build- 
ing—fell) from its fastenings and struck the 
fireman on the shoulder. For an instant it 
seemed to stand balanced there. Then the 
fireman gave a shout of warning as the huge 
piece of iron toppled over and crashed to the 
ground. He continued at his post appar 
ently unhurt. When the fire burst through 
the root the men on the adjoining roofs 
occupied an almost untenable position. It was 
so hot that the roof of the Adams Biock caught 
fire nine times and the flremen's clothing was 
burned from their backs, but they held their 
ground manfully. Neither of the adjoining 
structures nor their contents sustained any 
damage. 

A PRETTY DISPLAY. 

To the thousands who kept gathering to 
the scene and crowding each other for 
squares. on each side of the  burn- 
ing buliding, the rsonal discomforts 
and torturing throbs of teuder spots suffered 
were more than compensated for by the mag- 
nificent pyrotechni@ displays witnessed. Up 
from the roof rose X volume of smoke, rolling 
and curling as it ascended, until its blackness 
commingied with the misty but clearer upper 
air, streaked and illumined by reflec 
tions of the crackling furnace below, like 
rifts of sunshine breaking through angry 
clouds. Then following the darkness and 
gioom burst upward and outward an aureoila 
of fire, which spread itself athwart the sxy, 
producing effects which cumpelied involuntary 
exclamations of wonder and delight. Amid a 
million tiny. golden, flaming sparks would 
now and then appear a silver star, which, 
gracefully floating for a time through the 
whirling firebrands which surrounded it, grad- 
ually expired, and dropped a flake of ch 
on the derby of a dude or the alpine monstro 
ity of his inamorata. From the roof of the 
Hotel Brunswick across the way no more glo- 
rious display could be imagined. [he streams of 
the engines would suppress ever spark for one 
moment, but at the next a million specks of 
light would burst into the heavens, o’erspread- 
ing the dome with a flery and impish light, pro- 
ducing wondrous tones and shades and harmo 
nies of color which the divinest artist could not 
hope to imagine, much less to imitate. From 
aa artistic point of view the blaze was a brill 
iant but fleeting success, and the admiration of 
the thousands was deservingly bestowed. It ig 
strange what esthetic things varnish and cheap 
paints and basswood bedsteads can do under 
favorable conditions. 

MR. DEIMEL. 

Mr. Deimel said that he carried a stock of 
about $85,000, upon which there was $60,000 
insurance. He considered his loss almost 
total. He had got in a quantity of valuable 
stock the same day. The firm has a factory at 
the Fillmore street crossing of the Pan-Handie 
Railroad, He said that be himself saw every- 
thing in proper order when he leit the store at 
6 o'clock. Fires were kept under the boilers 
all night, but the steam was turned off, and 
the origin of the fire could hardiy be 
due to the pipes. The  elevator- 
shaft was of wire nettmg, lined with 
cement and closed with iron doors, making it 
as nearly fireproof as possible, and be could 
not see bow the fire spread from the shaft. 
The watchman said that the fire started in the 
evgine-room and burned up. 

Mr. Marsh of Fred 8. James & Co. was seen 
at his residence, No. 688 Washington pboule- 
vard. Mr. Marsh said that bis firm had placed 
800. 000 insurance on the stock for Deime! Bros., 
and that this was all there was on the whole 
stock. It is divided into $1,000 and $1,500 poli- 
cies, and ‘is held by nearly every insurance 
company on the street.

VERY SUSPICIOUS. 


Pienty of Koom for Further Investigation 
inte the Death of the Old Man, HM. A. 


Mighl. 

Few new facts dere developed yesterday re- 
garding tne death of H. A. Highi, the oid man 
who was found shortly after midnight Monday 
hanging to the transom in his room at No. 227 
Maxwell street with his hunde and feet tied. 
The more the circumstances surrounding the 
affair are investigated, however, the stronger 
becomes the conviction with the police that he 
did not commit suicide, as was at 
first reported. The bedstead of the old 
man, from which it is thought he might 
have adjusted the rope and swung 
himself off, is three feet from the doorway, and 
anyone standing upon the edge of the bed can 
at once eee the absurdity of the proposition 
that a rheumatic old man could first tie , his 
own feet and arms and then get his head ina 
noose in that position. The theory that a 
cbair was used is not sustained by the facts. 
Nothing was found near the hanging body, 
such as an overturned chair or box, nor was 
there anything whereby he could have mouant- 
ed high enough to hang himself in the room, 
except the bed. Had the arms been tied in 
almost any other way than that in which 
they were found it. might be possible 
for a person to 90 construct a 
slip-knot as to fasten the wrists tightly to- 
gether, but Highl’s arms were pinioned fast to 
his body, straight down by his side, and the 
theory that he tied that rope around his body 
is incredible. It is said by neighbors, and not 
denied by George Schmidt and his wife, that 
High] had loaned them $250 six months ago, 
none of which had been repaid. Mrs. Ennis,’ 
who lives in the same house with the Schmidts, 
says that she knew the old man well, and often 
spoke with him. He told her that he left his 
son's home in Rosehill on account of some 
trouble over a lawsuit, and that all the money 
he had in the world was $250, 
which the had given to Schmidt to 
use as he pleased, upon the condition that 
Schmidt and his wife should keep him for the 
rest of bis life. The bargain, was made six 
months ago. Mrs. Enois thinks. however, that 
the thought of the Schmidts parting, as was 
talked ot, and thus depriving him of a home, 
so preyed on bis mind that be committed 
suicide.

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THE ROCK ISLAND MURDER 


The Men Who Did the Work Have 
Not Yet Been Arrested—A 


Number of Suspects. 


Singular Fate of the Shorthand Writer 
for the Superintendent of the 
Express Company. 


The Funeral of the Dead Messenger Will 
Take Place Today~The Sor- 
rowing Wife. 


There is absolutely nothing new in the 
dase: you've already bad all that’s known,“ 
said General Superintendent Kimball of the 
Rock Island Road last evening. “ There's 
nothmg to add to the story as you have seen 
and told it; we have neither a prisoner nor any 
immediate prospect of capturing one,” said 
Superintendent Kimball of the United States 
Express Company. There is nothing to tell.“ 
said William Pinkerton of the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency. “We have no ciew so far to 
the robbers and murderers,” said Lieut. Kipley 
of the Central Station detective force. “What 
wires have been laid and plans arranged look- 
ing towards the capture of the criminals you 
would not, of course, expect us to telt,“ was 
substantially the answer of all directly con- 
cerned in the work to all questions put to them. 
The stories that men were captured in the 
woods near Morris, captured at Sheffield and 
at Alton were all hopeful rumors, and probably 
one or two of them pure inventions. There had 
been three men arrested on suspicion at Shef- 
field, but they were let go after a brief deten- 
tion. Frequent messages are heing sent to and 
received from the various stations along the 


line of the Rock Island, but no trace of the 
Criminals had been gotten. 
ONLY TWO MEN IN IT. 

As the matter comes to be weighed and sift- 
ed the belief grows that only two men were 
concerned in the work, and that one man killed 
the expressman. Had two men attacked him 
the struggie would not have been so desperate 
nor continued from almost one end of the car 
to the other. The tale of Watts, the baggage-

Witness—No. 

Witness said that at a meeting at which Sen- 
ator Harris, Gen. Johnston, Mr. Young, and 
witness (and possibly Col. Tooney) were pres- 
ent, Mr. Young stated that a number of mem- 
bers of Congress wanted to become interested 
in the Pan-Electric Compauy and bad frequent- 
ly importuned bim on the supject. Young 
asked advice as to what should be done. He 
suggested that probably the members of the 
company bad enough of that class of gentie- 
men associated with them.

FOR SUPPRESSING CATTLE DISEASES. 

The House Committee on Agriculture today 
instructed Representative Hatch to report fa- 
vorably a bill prepared by bim amendatory of 
the act establishing a Bureau of Anima! In- 
dustry and providing means for the suppres- 
sion of contagious diseases among cattice. The 
limit of twenty persons as the nuaiber of em- 
ployés to be allowed in the Bureau of Animal 
Industry ia removed apd the number is left 
discretionary with the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture. The chief amendment to the bill is in 
Sec. 3, which relates to the suppression of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases. This section 
is amended as follows: 


Suc. . That it shall be the duty of the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture to prepare such rules and 
reguiations as he may deem necessary for the 
speedy and effectual suppression and extirpation 
of said diseases, and to certify such rules and reg- 
ulations to the Executive authority of each State 
and Territory, and invite said authorities to co- 
operate in the execution and enforcement of this 
act. Whenever the plans and methods of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture shall be accepted by any 
State or Territory ia which pleuro-pneumonia or 
other contagious, infectious, or communicabie dis- 
ease is declared to exist, and whenever the Gor- 
erpor of a State or other properly-constituted au- 
thorities signify their readiness to cobperate for 
the extinction of any contagious, infectious, or com- 
mabicable disease in conformity with the provis- 
tons of this act, the Commissioner of. Agriculture is 
bereby authorized to expend so much of the money 
appropriated by this ect as may be necessary in 
such investigations in paying for the animals it is 
Geemed necessary to slaughter. as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and in such disinfection and other means of 
protection as may be pecessary to extirpate the 
disease; provided, that the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture shall cause special investigations to 
made as to the existence of pieuro-pneumonia, 
foot-and-mouth and rinderpest in any 
part of the United States where he may pave rea- 
son to suspect their existence, and upon the dis- 
very of any of these diseases the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, with the consent, approval, or co- 
operation of the Governor or other properly- con- 
stitated authority of the State where such disease 


ofthe State providing for condemning private 
property for public use. shall cause the same to be 
destroyed, and pay the owner not to exceed three- 
fourths of such amount as the appraisers may deter- 
mine to have been the value before being diseased 
or exposed, out of any moneys appropriated by 
Congress for this purpose; provided furtner, that 
he shali not pay more than $160 for any animal 
with pedigree recorded or recordable in the recog- 
nized herd-books of the breed to which it may be- 
long, or more than $60 for an animal not ped 
that in no case shall compensation be allowed 
or any animal siaughtered under the provisions of 


The act is amended so as to tranfer the du 
guarding against these diseases in 4 
lumbia from the Dist 
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to Congress says: “I regret to say that the restric- 
tion upon the importation of our pork into France 
continues, notwithstanding the abundant demon- 
stration of the absence of sanitary danger in ite 
use, but I entertain strong hopes that, with a bet- 
ter understanding of the matter, this vexatious 
prohibition will be removed. It would be pleasing 
to de able to say as much with respect to Ger: 
many, Austria, and other countries where such 
food products are absolutely excluded without 
present prospect of reasonable change. 

WHEREAS, The President does not in his mes- 
sage give the information as to the reasons why 
American pork is absolutely exciuded in Ger- 
many, Austria, and other countries; therefore, 

Resolved, That the State Board of Agriculture of 
New Jersey do hereby request our representatives 
in Congress to make diligent investigation into 
this matter, and endeavor to secure such changes 
as may benecessary to relieve this important in- 
dustry from the restrictions now imposed upon it 
by other countries. 

In connection with this memorial Mr. Phelps 
will offer the foliowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of State be and is 
hereby requested to transmit, if not incompatible 
with the public interest, copies of all correspond- 
ence between his department and the representa- 
tives of France, Germany, Austria, and any other 
European country which has partially or entirely 
restricted the importation of American pork, re- 
ferring to the facts of such exciusion or restriction 
and the reasons given therefor. 

GLEANED BY THE WAY. 

Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan today, speaking of the 
assertions which have lately gained renewed 
currency that the celebrated Gen. von Moltke 
some years ago expressed a contemptuous 
opinion of the military ability of American 
officers in the War of the Rebellion, declared 
that these stories were entirely without 
foundation; and, as one evidence of this, he 
exhibited an autograph letter from Von Moltke, 
of which the following is a literal translation: 

CREISAN, Silesia, June 17, 1876.—Honored General: 
One of my general staf officers, Capt. Count 
Arnin, proceeds to Philadelphia, and is desirous to 
utilize this journey by meeting the celebrated men 
who accomplished so much during the War under 
such adverse circumstances as to awaken the won- 
der of military men on this side of the ocean and 
to spur them on to emulation. Particularly wili he 
appreciate a welcome from your exceliéncy, and 
in that wish I permit myself to join expression, 
seizing the same favorable opportunity to recall 
myself to you, with assurances of distinguished 
respect, by signing myself your exceliency’s very 
devoted, COUNT MOLTKB, Field-Marshal.

The House bill increasing the pensions of 
widows and devendent relatives of deceased 
soldiers was taken up in the Senate today.

The nomination of Williams 
was sent to the Senate March 2, 1885, and was 
confirmed by the Senate the sameday. The 
day following be says that he received his com- 
mission, duly signed by the President and 
countersigned by the Secretary of State. 
March 4, he says, he took the oath of office 
at the State Department, John Chew, one of 
the clerks of the department and Notary Pub- 
lic, administering the oath. When he called a 
few days later to receive hig instructions be- 
fore sailing for his post, he was told the Hay- 
tian mission would remain vacant for some 
time; that probably some one else would be 
appointed: and that there were charger filed 
against bith. 


FOUND GUILTY UF MURDER. 


Cenviction at Norristown, Pa., of John N. 
Whisen, Whe Surrendered te the Chicago 
Police Last September. 

NORRisTOWN, Pa., March 15.—The jury in 
the case of John M. Wilson, on trial for the 
murder of Antbony Daly in January, 1884, re- 
turned a verdict tonight of murder in the first 
degree. It bas been the most interesting case 
ever brought before the courts of this county, 
and the court-bouse has been crowded sjnce 
the beginning of the trial, a week aco. 
Daly disappeared in January, 1884, 
and nothing was beard of bim until) last Sep- 
tember, when Wilson surrendered himself to 
the Chicago police and confessed. to having 
killed Daly, and after cutting up the 
body throwing it into Wissahickon Creek. 
After being browght here he retracted 
his confession and denied the kiliiig. 
4 body found in Wissahickon Creek 
bad been declared by a Coroner’s jury of Pull. 
adelphia to have been that of Frederick Stalh, 
a missing butcher of that city, but the prose- 
cution in the present trial produced convinc- 
ing evidence that the remains were those of 
Daly. The trial was ended this afternoon, and 
the case was given to the jury at 
5:30 p. m. The court then adjourned 
with instructions that should a verdict 
be reached the court-hoyse bell should be 
rung. At five minutes before 9 o’ clock the bell 
Was rung and a great crowd gathered at the 
court-house, which was filled to overflowing. 
As the prisoner was brought from the jail by 
the Sheriff he remarked that the bell had 
sounded his death-knell. Upon Judge Boyd’s 
arrival the verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree was announced and was received by the 
condemned man without apparent emotion.

Wasnineton, D. C., March 15.—[Spe- 
cial.|—A very considerable effort is making vo 
raise a tempest in a teapot over R. 8. Dement’s 
confirmation as Surveyor-General of Utah. 
This was one of the few cases in which Col. 
Morrison failed to pay off grudges againgt his 
enemies within the Democratic party. Demo- 
cratic Senators had been solicited to defeat 
bim and sustain the Public Lands Committee 
in its adverse report, all because Morrison had 
an old score to settle. Since Dement was con- 
firmed by the votes of Gen, Logan and other 
Republicans, an attempt has been 
made to manufacture a sensation, and 
stories have been set afloat about 
a break in the Republican program. The latest 
of these was to the effect that Teller and 
Plumb had kicked over the traces and would 
no longer be bound by their party's caucus de- 
cisions. The alleged reason was that the con- 
firmation ot Dement violated: previous agree- 
ments. The occasion when they made known 
their grievances—one by staying away and the 
other by lecturing his colleagues—was the 
caucus called last Friday to select a Chap- 
lain. Senator Plumb said today this was 
the first he bad heard of the story. 
Senator Teller said it might naturally 
be assumed that the members of the 
committee having reported adversely on De- 
ment, and not having beard a hint that any 
movement was on foot for his confirmation, 
would not be pleased at the action of the Sen- 
ate. 

The truth is, both Teller and Plumb in talk- 
ing with their friends have had no hesitanon 
in saying they didn't like the course matters 
had taken. On the other hand, the Democratic 
members of the committee have felt equally 
aggrieved at the nineteen Senators on their 
own side of the House who ignored their recom- 
mendations. The friction nas not been confined 
to either party. There is very littie probability, 
however, that at the next executive session 
the Senate will undo ite work. Morrison's 
chagrin will probably be increased when it is 
known how unvailing his efforts in this direc- 
tion have been. 

Gen. Logan said this afternoon that he did 
not see anything in the situation which called 
for explanation from him. He himself baa not 
attended the caucus last Friday and didn’t know 
what might or might not bave taken place 
Concerning the Dement matter, he was entire- 
ly satisfied, ana the newspaper tribulations 
did not interest him.

The Democrats in the House Election Com- 
mittee are having asorry time trying not to 
set a precedent in one contest which will be a 
boomerang in another. This is one of the rea- 
sons why they have hesitated about seating 
Frank Hurd. Today they bad up the Rhode 
Island case of Page against Pieres. The latter 
is a Republican, and had a majority of 1,750. 
Page did not file notice of hig intention to con- 
test within the nioety days required, and, 
though claiming an oral stipuiation, was 
unable to produce any written agree- 
ment with his opponent that the time for 
taking evidence should be extended.

EMINENT CATHOLIC PRELATES. 


Pen-Pictures of the Catholic University 
Trustees Whe Are to Meet in Washington 
Next Week. : 
Wasurneoron, D. C., March 15.—([ Special, -In 

a few days the Board of Trustees of the Catho- 

lic University will assemble at the parochial 

residence of St. Matthew's Church to make ar- 
rangements for the construction of a building 
for the theological department: and to discuss 
matters relating to the course of instruction. 
Washingtonians will then see a more dis- 
tinguished assemblage of Catholic prelates than 
have ever before met in this city. At the bead 
of the board is Cardinal Gibbons, whose slender 
figure, thin face, and benignant expression 
have'been so extensively described and pboto- 
graphed since the announcement of bis coming 
elevation to the Cardinalate. Next in order of 
rank is Archbishop Ryan of Philadeipbia, 
who .affords a marked contrast to the 

Primate. He is fully six feet sik inobes 

in hight and stout in proportion; bas a large, 

well-shaped head, covered with rather coarse 
red hair, and a broad, rosy face which bas all 
the characteristics of a product of the Emerald 

Isle. He is large and strong intellectually as 

well as physically. He has earned the titles of 

“ The golden-tongued orator of the Catholic 

hierarchy" and The Bossuet of the Missou- 

ri.” Asa pulpit orator, itis admitted that he 
has no equal in the American Catholic Church. 

He was selected to deliver the sermon at the 

dedication of the New Yorn Cathedral, and at 

every important occasion of the kind since he 
has been called upon to take the pulpit. 

When be was but 22 years old and still a dea- 

con, he was often requested by Archbishop 

Kenrick of St. Louis to preach in the cathedral 

on account of the reputation for elo 

quence which be had gained at the 
seminary. Anybody who has heard Archbishop 

Ryan speak can understand why he is recog- 

niged as the first orator of his church. In the 

first place bis commanding figure centres at- 
tention as soon as he enters the pulpit. Then 
at the sound of his mellow voice pronouncing 
the text with low solemnity an auditor can 
fancy ne is listening to the strokes of a distant 
golden-tongued bell. He maintains this low 
tone througt the exordium of his sermon, but 
when be enters the argument and finally ap- 
peais to the feelings his voice rises into a pas- 
sionate ring, comminglmg barsbness and mel- 
lowness; quick, rough utterance and sweet, 
lingering cadences. Indeed the variations of his 
voice as it mirrors the various flow of thought 
reminds one of the varying tones of Poe's 

Bols.“ A noticeable peculiarity of bis pro- 

nunciation is his mild Irish brogue, which bolds 

sway till the excitement of eloquence comes 
on, when it 2 altogether. 

Archbishop Miams of Boston, the third 
member of the Board of Trustees, has attained 
his higb poeition by abilities entirely different 
from those of Archbishop Ryan. While the 
latter made bis way up by pulpit eloquence, 
the former is the po@rest speaker in the whole 
bierarchy. He seldom appears in the pulpit, 
and when de does so it is for the purpose of 
talking business with his flock rather than of 
religious exboftation. Archbishop Williams 
bas reached the prelacy by his rare business 
talents, and has gamed the reputation of being 
as good a financial manager as the shrewdest 
of Boston's worldly men. Since his elevation 
to the Bishopric of that city he has added more 
than a million dollars to the assets of the dio- 
cese and cleared it of much debt. Reul-estate 
dealing is his forte. In 1880 he cleared nearly 
$40,000 on a single transaction in Lynn, Mass., 
where he purchased some suburban ground 
which he sold six months afterwards for treble 
the cost to a sboe manufacturing concern. 
Bishop Wiiliama bas also a wonderful talent 
for reconciling factional troubles among the 
clergy. At the time be was made Bishop the 
priests of the diocese were divided into cliques 
and parties, united anly in their opposition to 
episcopal authority. Now they are a united 
body, supporting their ecclesiastical superior 
on all occasions. 

Archbisbop Corrigan of New York, the fourth 
on the list, is a man or affairs and a fine pulpit 
orator. He lacks the fiery eloquence of Arch- 
bishop Ryan, but bis quiet and earnest preacb- 
ing bas perbaps a more lasting effect on his 
hearers, for the same reason that beauty leaves 
a more lasting impression than sublimity. 
Those who have seen the Archbishop of New 
York or any picture of him must have been 
struck with the sweetness of the smile which 
constantly wrinkles his features. He is the 
youngest of the Archbishops and by great odds 
the handsomest. When he was younger, and 
beld the See ot Newark, he was considered the 
best looking man in that city, and that is say- 
ing a great deal, for Newark is noted for its 
handsome men.. He is tail, just stout enough 
to be maniy without being ungracefui, hag 
dark, laughing eyes, black hair, a smooth, 
white complexion, and features-almost pertect 
in their regularity. 

Among the Bishops of the board the most 


noted are Ireland of St. Paul, Spalding of | 


Peoria, and Keane of Richmond. The first is 
by no means handsome, though he makes an 
imposing appearance in episcopal robes. He 
bas gained a wide reputation for temperance 
and colonization work. He takes a practical 
view of the temperance question, believing 
that high licenses will accomplish more good 
tnan prohibition that does not prohibit. More- 
over he departs from Catholic etiquet in oo- 
operating with Protestant organization in tem- 
perance work. Since his residence ip St. Paul 
he has founded several Catholic colonies in 
Minnesota, all of which are said to be suc- 
cessful. 

Bishop Spalding of Peoria comes next to 
Arohbisbop Ryan in point of eloquence, and 
bas most of the pulpit characteristics 
of the Philadelphia prelate. He is a 
great society man, too, resembling 
Mer. Capel in social abilities. Many 
wealthy converts to the Cetholic church trace 
their first leaning toward Catholicisam to their 
meeting with Bishop Spalding. He bas a happy 
faculty of evangelizing while engaged in social 
conversation; of combining points on Catholic 
dogma with comments on the weather; of let- 
ting the channel of political talk open into that 
of religion in such a delicate and insensible 
way all the time he seems to avoia discus- 
sion of church matters. 

Bishop Keane of Richmond is the diplomat 
of the board. Two months ago he was sent 
out to visit various cities, get acquainted with 
wealthy Catholics and interest them financially 
in the university project. He first went to 
Philadelphia, and by his diplomatic skill ex- 
tracted about $20,000 from the good church 
members of that city. Then he went to New 
York, where he can still be found, and, it is

RAILROAD ROUTES IN CHINA. 


Minister Denby’s Letter on the Establish- 
ment of Trade KReutes with China. 

Wasuineatos, D. C., Maron 13,—Secretary 
Bayard sent to the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs the following letter from Minister 
Denby on the effect of the annexation of Bur- 
mah and the estabiishment of overland routes 
to China in relation to the building of rail- 
roads: 

LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES, PEKIN, Jan. 
8. 1886.—-Sir: The annexation of Burmah by Great 
Britain gives new interest to the railroad ques tion 
in the Far East and the establishment of overland 
trade routes with China, 

Three great European nations have been gradu- 
ally carrying their frontiers nearer to China. Rus- 
sia has been pressing forward from the north and 
west by annex the banks of the Ameer and a 
large portion Kirin, which makes her conter- 
minous with Corea, on which latter country she is 
also supposed to have designs, and by the position 
she holds at Kashgar and at several other points in 
the west of the new dominion. 

France comes next in the field from the south, 
and hopes that she may establish her supremacy in 
Tonqvin, and open to her commerce the Red Kiver 
and acquire the trade of Western Chima. 

England, which seemed the last in the field, has 
by a bold stroke of policy assumed the foremost 
place, and acquired, by the annexation of Burmah, 
the only trade route existing between Southern 
Asia and China—viz.: the Irrawaddy and Bhamv 
route, and makes still more probable tne eventual 
we of a railroad connecting British India with 

bina. 

Russia, in the m@anwhile, is pushing on at the 
rate of several miles a day her Central Asian rai)- 
roads, which will shortly reach Merve, and in the 


near future Kuldja, thus greatly facilitating the 
defense of her immense frontier. But the project 
which concerns her ultimate prosperity most near- 
ly is the system of Central Asian railways designed 
by M. de Lesseps. This line, destined to unite the 
extreme west of Asia with the extreme east, starts 
from Astrakban, passes through Khiva, Bokhara, 

Samarcand into §306©6 Chinese Turkestan; 
touches at Tang-Kissar, Kashgar, and Yarkand; 
skirts Lake Lob, and thence through outer Kan- 
sule, down to the Kap Valley, to find its terminus 
in Wuchang or Kankow. The military railroads 
already established or in construction by Russia 
are partly carrying out this gigantic scheme, and if 
the words of Tso Tsung Tang on the pressing 
necessity for China to establish in the near future 
a railway to her northwestern frontier be borne in 
mind by Chipa, a colossal railway system may be 
established ner than we expect. 

In this connection it may interest the department 
to know that Gen. James H. Wiison, who at the re- 
quest of Ii Kung Chang, has been examining the 
country near Tien-Tsia in view of the ultimate es- 
tablighment of railway communications, left the 
234 uit. for Chinkiang, by way of the Grand Canal, 
to report on the practicability and cost of a raii- 
road along this line, and also on the condition and 
necessary work to be ‘undertaken to control the 
Yellow River. Gen. Wilson nas with him several 
able surveyors, and was offered a military escort 
by the Viceroy, which he, however, declined.

THE ICY TOUCH OF DEATH. 


Sudden Demise Yesterday at the 
Oapital of Congressman Hahn 
of Louisiana. 


Last Republican White Member from 
Any Southern State and Lin- 
coln’s Governor. 


Stricken Down by the Ruptute of Blood- 
Vessel in-a Fit of Coughing Ex- 
Senator Chaffee’s Burial. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—[Special. |— 
Ex-Gov. Michael Habn, member of Congress 
from Louisiana, died very suddenly this morn- 
ing in his apartments in Willard’s Hotel. An 
employé of the botel who went into the Gov- 
ernor’s room at balf-past 6 to build a fire found 
bim outstretched upon the floor in his night- 
dress. He was lifeless ana was covered with 
blood. The man raised an alarm, and it was 
supposed from appearances that the Gov- 
ernor had taken his own life. The arrival of 
physicians soon after, bowever, put down the 
false rumor, and made it clear that he had died 
from naturai causes. Later in che day an au- 
topay was held, which showed that death re- 
sulted from tne rupture of a blood vessel near 
the heart, produced, it is believed, by 
excessive coughing. The remains were 
removed to an undertaker's establishment, 
in charge of Sergeant-at-Arms Leedom of the 
House of Representatives. They will leave 
bere at 5 o'clock tomorrow afternoon for New 
Orleans. Represehtatives St. Martin, Irion, 
Elisberry, Sayder, Dorsey, and McUomas have 
been selected to attend the funeral. 

In the House, immediately after the reading 
of the journal, Mr. Hahn's death was an- 
nounced, and the House adjourned in respect 
to his memory. In the . Senate a message was 
received from the House announcing the 
death, and Mr. Cullom, who had taken the 
floor to speak on the Edmunds resolutions, 
gave way to Mr. Eustis, who moved the cus- 
tomary resolutions of regret, on the adoption 
of which the Senate, out of respect to the 
memory of the deceased, adjourned. 

A Louisiana member of Congress who was 
well acquainted with Congressman Hahn today 
spoke as follows in regard to his career: 
**Habn’e career gives the lie to all established 
rules in regard to politics. It is generally sup- 
posed that a man must stick to one party and 
to one line of policy in order to succeed in pol. 
tics. Hahn had done the exact opposit of this. 
When I first knew him be was 4 reporter on 
the True Delta, the leading Democratic paper 
of New Orleans. 
in a bitter fight against Jobn Slidell, then 
United States Senator. He worked up to the 
editorship of the paper and finally practically 
owned ix. When Gen. Butler came to New 
Orleans he bad but few supporters in the city, 
bat Haha was among the few. He was soon 
appointed Governor of the State. He has been 
an babitual candidate for Congress, and finally 
in 1884 be happened to be running against 
Judge Houston, who.is a brother of James 
Houston, the well-known  iottery man. 
The people were not pleased with 
this ascendency of the lottery in 
politics and so they turned against Houston, 
and, although the district is one of the most 
strongly Democratic of any in the State, he 
was elected by nearly 2,000 majority. His 
name was peculiarly fortunate for a politician. 
To the Irish he was an Irishmaq and 
called attention to his first name, Michael. To 
tne Germans be was a German, and cited his 
surname in proof of bis assertion. Of course, a 
Democrat will be elected to fill the vacancy. E. 
Joun Ellis beid the office from that district for 
ten years preceding the present session.“ 

New Orveans, La., March 15.—/[Special.j— 
Gov. Hahn, whose death occurred today at 
Washington, was a scholarly man of singular 
ability, coupled with great modesty, augment- 
ed perhaps by the fact that. be was incurably 
lame. He was 56 years old, but looked much 
younger, baving a boyish-looking face. He 
was aman of great personal popularity, and 
some years ago had acquired considerable 
wealth, much of which, however, be expended 
in trying to run a Republcan newspaper in 
New Orleans, and much else perished through 
shrinkage of values. He was a pleasing, 

and oli settlers say 
and physique he re- 
minded them of Seargent 8. Prentiss, 
the marvelous orator of the New Orleans bar 
of forty yearsago. Habn was eloquent alike 
in Eoglish, French, and German. He was an 
anti-Slideli Democrat and Union man. Lin- 
coln made him Military Governor in 1864, and 
be had more than twenty letter from the 
martyred President which have never been 
published, but which be was prepuring at the 
time of his death togive in a magaziue article. 
These letters were in favor of conferring tree- 
dom and suffrage upon tae negroes. Hahn 
was elected to Congress as a Republican in the 
strongest Democratic district in the State, and 
in his death the last white Republican Con- 
gressman is eliminated from the late Confed- 
erate States south of Virginia. 

[Mr. Hahn represented the Second Louisiana 
District. New Orleans was his home. He was 
born in Bavaria in 1830. Whenan infant he ana 
his mother emigrated to the United States, landing 
at New Orleans. He attended the public schools, 
and, after graduating, attended the lectures in the 
law department of the University of Louisiana. 
graduating April 7, 1851. He immediately entered 
on the practice of his profession. When but 22 
years of age he was elected school director, 
and served for several years, being at one time 
President of the board. In politics he was 
an anti-Buchanan. Democrat and an ad- 
vocate of Stephen A. Douglas, making Union 
speeches and opposing secession. In 1862 he was 
elected to Congress. After the expiration of his 


Congressional term he was appointed Prize Com- 
missioner of New Orleans. He purchased and 
edited the New Orleans Daily True Deita, in which 
he advocated emancipation. He was elected the 
first Governor of Louisiana asa free State, and 
was inaugurated March 4, 1864, receiving from 
President Lincoln, the löth of the same month, 
the additional powers of Military Governor. Hav- 
ing been elected United States Senator in Januat 
1365, he resigned the office of Governor, but d 
not press his claim to a seat in the Senate. In 
great riot at the Mechanics’ Institute at 1 
Orleans, July 80, 1866, he was severely wound- 
ed, though only present as a spectator. In 1867 he 
became editor and manager of the New Orleans 
Daly Republican. He was appointed administrator 
of the Charity Hospital at New Orleans. In 1671 
he removed to his sugar plantation, where he laid 
out and built the Village of Hahnvillie. He was 
elected to the State Legisiature in 1872, 1874, and 
1876. The 15th day of August, 1876, he was ap- 
pointed State Register of Voters, and the Sth day 
of November, :878, he was elected police juror for 
his parish. He was Superintendent of tne United 
Stutes mint at New Orleans in 1878, and remained 
at his post during the epidemic of that year. In 
November, 1879, he was elected Judge of the dis- 
trict composed of the Parishes of Jefferson, St. 
Charlies, and St. John, and was re@iected in 1884, 
serving until he resigned, March 3, 1885, having 
been elected to the Forty-ninth Congress as a Re- 
publican, receiving 7,446 votes, against 6,107 votes 
for Houston, Democrat. }

THE FIRE RECURD. 


Pontiac, Mich., Has a $50,000 Blaze—The 
Loss at Tolede About $130,000—Several 
People Injured. 

Pontiac, Iu., Maren 15.—[Special.1—The 
flour-miil of Proctor Taylor burned here today. 
The mill and contents, valued at avout $50,000, 
are a total loss; insurance said to be $30,000, 
in the Millers’ Mutual. One barn belonging to 
the mill and four dwelling houses in close 
proximity$to the mill were also partly burned. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 

Toro. O., March 15.—The mills of the To- 
ledo Linseed Oil Company. which were burned 
early this worning, were among the largest in 
the country. origin of the fire is un- 
known. There were over 100 barrels of naphtha 
fluid In the building, stored in iron tanks, which 
exploded almost simultaneousiy. The shock 
was like an earthquake. Frank Longmore and 
William Kirbam, two Lake Shore Railway em- 
ployés, were standing across the street from 
the buildimg, and the broad sbeet of flame was 
driven across, enveloping them, scorching off 
their hair and eyebrows and burning their 
bands and faces till the skin hung in shreds. 
Their injuries, while serious, are not fatal. 
Numerous other casualties are reported. The 
company's office was burned, the Dayton & 
Michigan road master’s office, bunk-rooms, and 
blacksmith-shon, and several smaller auxiliary 
structures were all burned. Three or four cot- 
tages near by were badly scorched, as well as 
partly wrecked by the explosion, while the 
window-giass in all structures within several 
squares suffered more or less. The old-process 
mill was vaiued at $60,000, and its machinery 
at $25,000; the new-process mill and machinery 
cost $40,000. These.figures include the stock 
of oll aad seed on band in each. The Yaryan 
Manufacturing Company, which owns the pa- 
tent on the new procesa, loses $8,000 worth of 
machinery. The total loss on the linseed-oil 
works, including the Yarran Company's ioss, 
s $130,000. The loss of the others, including 
the raliroads, is $10,000. The insurance on the 
new-process mill is put at $30,000, of which the 
New York Mutual bolds $10,000. The other 
buildings and machinery were insured for 
$50,000 in twenty-seven companies, none hold- 
ing over $5,000. The company will rebulid at 
once and continue the business.

Numerous Cases of Fraudulent Reg- 
istration Coming to the Sur- | 
face—An Arrest. 


Evidences that There Will Be an At- 
tempt to Stuff the Registry 
Lists Today. ‘ 


Aldermanic Tricksters to Be Looked After 
~The Primaries Meetings 
Notes. 


Today the various Boards of Registry will be 
in session from & a. m. till 9 p. m. to enrol! the 
names of qualified voters who neglected the 
matter last Tuesday. It will be the last chance 
to register, and the man whose name is not 
properly enrolled today loses his right to vote 
at the April election, as he cannot be sworn in 
election-day. Don't fail in your duty as a citi- 
zen. Go and register today. 

At every one of the lodging-houses and hotels 
investigated by Republicans in tne First Ward 
there have been found from one to five men 
illegally registered. At this ratio there must 
have been nearly 400 iilegal votes registered in 
the ward the first day. The investigations, 
conducted by private citizens, were intended 
to reach the real instigators of the frauds. The 
poor lodgers who were induced to register by a 
drink or a little pocket-money were not the 
game they wanted. But they found it ex.reme- 
ly difficult to reach them, as most of their 
tools refused to give their names. So the in- 
vestigators bad to be satisfied with smaller 


game, and two warrants for illegal registration 
were sworn out yesterday by Deputy-Sheriff D. 
W. Nickerson before Justice Lyon. The 
avowed object is still to get at the leaders by 
means of the evidence im these cases. 

A. H. Greening is charged with registering 
at No. 118 Van Buren, in the Ninth Precinet of 
the First Ward. Greening keeps a saloon at 
No. 182 Van Buren, but there are no facilities 
for sleepmg and no lodging-house in connec- 
tion with the place. Greening is a warried 
man and lives at No. 166 North Centre avenue, 
and should bave registered in the Third Pre- 
cinct of the Fourteenth Ward. To satisfy him- 
seif that Greening lived there Nickerson went 
to the bouse the nigut before last and asked 
tor Greening. The woman of the bouse said the 
man lived there but she could not toll at what 
time be would be at home. Greening was ar- 
rested by a constable and gave $300 bonds 
until the 224 inst. Ald. Billy Whelan signed 
the bond. Greening says that he thought he 
was entitied to register from his place of busi- 
ness and could not be bound to the precinct in 
which he lived as long as he only registered in 
one precinct. He has not left his wife and, 
therefore, by law his residence is where she 
resides. 

M. P. Morrisey, the other man for whom a 
warrant was sworn out, registered from Nos. 
73-75 Jackson street, in the Fitth Precinct of 
the First Ward, poliing-place No. 19 Quincy 
street. Morrisey was employed as a waiter at 
the Continental Hotel, corner of Wabash ave- 
nue and Madison street, until two days before 
the first day of registration, when be was dis- 
charged. He had, therefore, lived in the 
precinct within thd thirty days required 
by law, but not up to the day of 
registration. He was taken out by a friend 
and was made drunk. In this condition be was 
piloted to No, 19 Quincy street and registered 
from the Eureka House. Afterwards he got 
afraid of the consequences and went back to 
the poiling-place. He asked the judges to can- 
del the registration, admitting that he did not 
live where be had stated he did, but had been 
induced to register by somebody else. He re- 
tused to say who this somebody was. 

This morning a wholesale effort will be made 
to register 2,000 or more illegal voters. The 
engineers of the plan are well known, and yes- 
terday afternoon che beelers’’ were busily 
at work. A TRIBUNE reporter was informed 
of the actions of the gang late in the afternoon.

AN OUTRAGE ON IOWA SETTLERS. 

The President’s veto of the bill quieting 
the title to the Des Moines River lands shows 
a pitiful and contemptible ignorance of the 
matter in question or a determination to pre- 
fer the claims of New York land-grabbers to 
the just rights of Iowa farmers. The bill 
was carefully considered in Congress and 
passed practically without opposition. It was 
intended to wipe out one of the most ecandal- 
ous land frauds ever perpetrated in the 
Northwest and secure about 225,000 acres of 
Iowa land to the men justly and fairly enti- 
tled to it. Mr. Cleveland’s action in this 
matter must go on record along with his use 
of the military in driving out the Okiahoma 
farmers and his inhuman treatment of the 
Crow Creek settlers in Dakota. The ex- 
Sheriff of Erie County has a singular passion 
for evicting Western farmers from their 
homes, but is never quite so determined in 
such policies as when there is an opportunity 
to secure the soil for mortgagees and land- 
sharks living in New York. 

The history of this Des Moines River land 
matter is somewhat complicated, but the jus- 
tice and right of the matter are nevertheless 
perfectly plain.

The com- 
pany did nothing to improve the river, and 
the State, after being badly victimized, forced 
a compromise and resumed all the land which 
had not been seized by the corporation. 
Meantime, however, the syndicate of land- 
sharks had secured an immense number of 
acres outside the limits of the grant, and this 
is the land now in controversy. Settlers 
took it because it was properly a part of the 
public domain, but the land-grabbers, their 
heirs and assigns, claim it on the score of a 
successful piece of knavery which Mr. 
Cleveland says must stand. 

The act of Congress granting the land to 
Iowa provided as follows: 

That there be and hereby is granted to the 
Territory of lowa, for the purpose of aiding 
said Territory to improve the navigation of the 
Des Moines River from its mouth to the Rac 
coon Forks, in said Territory, one equal moiety 
in alternate sections of the public lands in a 
strip five miles in width on each side of said 
river. 

This language clearly and explicitly limits 
the grant to the space between the mouth of 
the river and the Raccoon Forks.” 1 he 
act itself was notice to everybody that the 
land above the forks still remained part of 
the public domain and subject to preémption 
or homestead settlement. Settlers so under- 
stood it, and took up their claims accordingly. 
Lawyers all said the act covered only land 
south of the Raccoon Forks,” anc it would 
no doubt have been 80 construed by 
the courts except for a second knav- 
ish trick by means of which the origl 
nal fraud was consummated. An act was 
engineered through Congress admitting that 
„the land above the Raccoon Fork had been 
certified improperly by the Department of 
the Interior,” but declaring that it should 
nevertheless be ‘‘ relinquished to the State,” 
thus confirming the title of the navigation 
company to all that had been transferred to 
it, and confining future controversies to the 
State and the corporation while the settlers 
could get no standing in court. The act 
vetoed by Mr. Cleveland dealt mildly with 
this great fraud and provided merely that in 
the final settlement all parties should be enti- 
tled to a hearing. 7 | 

The Iowa Legislature ought to résent Mr. 
Cleveland’s declaration that the controversy 
should be remitted to the State of Iowa.” 
For ten or fifteen years that State has been 
trying in vain to secure a settlement with the 
land-grabbers, and the Legislature should 
now call on the Iowa delegation in Congress 
to vote unanimously in favor of passing this 
just bill over Cleveland's veto. 

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS, 

The movement for the establishment of 
postal savings banks, which was first agitated 
adozen years ago or more, has once more 
come before Congress, and a bill to that effect 
is now in the hands of the House Committee 
on Post-Offices and Post-Roads. Arguments 
relating to it have already been heard, the 
substance of which was printed in THE 
Trisuneg of yesterday. 

lt would seem as if the overwhelming ne- 
cessity for savings banks in the West and 
South which will give absolute security to 
the depositors were a question that admits of 
no argument. It is probable indeed that no 
serious opposition will be encountered except 
in New England, upon the ground that was 
urged by Mr. Paine, Superintendent of the 
Banking Department—namely: That the pos- 
tal banks will tend to injure the private 
banks, with which that section is so well 
equipped. This, however, is but a flimsy 
objection at best. Its refutation is shown by 
experience in England, where the Govern- 
ment and private banks have done business 
side by side for years with no more harmful 
result to the latter than that their business has 
been prosperous and their numbers have in- 


cure would be interfered with, but this would 
not be a calamity to depositors. No solvent, 
well-managed, and thoroughly sound bank 
would suffer. Outside of New England, 
however, we doubt if there will be any op- 
position to the scheme. The Middle States 
are already beginning to suffer from the in- 
security of savings, while the lack of confi- 
dence in these institutions in the West is 
clearly shown by their scarcity. Nearly two- 
thirds of the savings banks are in New En- 
gland the total number ‘being 422—while 
there are but fifty in the West. These fig- 
ures tell the story of the unfortunate experi- 
ences of this section. 

Mr. Fairchild, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, went to the root of the matter when 
he said that the loss of $4,000,000 in four 
years by 76,000 depositors had undermined 
the confidence of the poor in New York State 
in savings banks. Absolute security is the 
fundamental condition of savings, and that 
security the General Government can give. 
It cannot be given by individuals or by local 
governments. It can take small deposits 
from the poor without any expense in 
handling, becanse, as Mr. Gilman, the Presi- 
dentof Johns Hopkins University, argued, 
the Government has all the facilities for do- 
ing it. As at present managed, savings 
depositors have no. security for their 
money except in the honesty of the 
bank managers. How uncertain that se- 
curity is has been learned by sad er- 
perience, If, however, the poor and the 
workingmen could have the assurance of 
safety which the Government can furnish it 
would encourage them to lay up their 
money, would promot@ thrift, and would 
enhance the best interests of society by dis-

wage-workers, The revival in manufactur- 
ing industry, which began some ten months 
ago, is supposed to be about to show itself 
more decidedly with the approach of warm 
weather this year, and thus present an op- 
portunity that has not previously been met 
with in several past seasons. The theory is 
that there will be too much to do at the be- 
ginning of May to make it possible to meet 
the demand for an eight-hour day by a gen- 
eral suspension of labor, and that they may 
therefore count on gaining their point with- 
out leaving work.

lever of labor raises its daily bread. During 
that period of discouragement the working 
classes would necessarily be much worse off 
than they are at present, and would find bit- 
ter reasons for cursing their folly in listening 
to the volee of the tempter. / 


THE GREAT MONTANA RESERVA- 
TION. 

The special dispatch to Tue Trisuye giv- 
ing an account of the efforts to cut down the 
great Indian reservation in Montana was in- 
correct in stating the area of the land in 
question at 2,000,000 of acres and implying 
that each Indian has at present a thousand 
acres.”” In fact this reservation is more than 
ten times as large as was stated in the dis- 
patch, and if divided among the savages 
actually living thereon each one, including 
squaws and papooses, would have nearly 
11,000 acres. The Government surveys show 
that the tract comprises 21,651,200 acres, or 
an area nearly equal to the State of Indiana, 
and within one-fifth as large as Ohio. This 
immense tract has been set aside for about 
8,500 Blackfeet, but there are rarely more 
than 2,000 Indians on it at one time, and 
for a good part of the year it is almost en- 
tirely deserted, the savages being engaged 
hunting and trapping in the British posses- 
sions further north. In the search for game 
the Indians now cross the line into British 
America, and actually spend a large portion 
of the year outside of the United States. At 
present the reservation is maintained as a 
sort of occasional resort for the Blackfeet 
Indians, each savage having about 11,000 
acres. Many millions of acres of grass go to 
waste every year, and it is surely time for 
Congress to heed the demand of the people 
of Montana for the breaking up of this great 
Indian land monopoly. 

While the greater part of the North Reser- 
vation is of no use to the Indians, it could be 
utilized at once by thousands of cattle-herders 
it they had permission to enter it. Gov. 
Hauser of Montana, now in Washington, 
says if the reservation was cut down to prop- 
er limits the residue would be made a feeding 
ground for 500,000 cattle within three months. 
Two-thirds of the reservation used as a graz- 
ing district would support a million head of 
cattle and furnish a livelihood for 100,000 
people, besides cheapening the price of beef 
to Eastern consumers. The Northern Pacific 
reaches nearly to the reservation, and the 
country south of it is already in general use 
as cattle ranges, the superior quality of the 
grass and the easy access to the railroad 
making it a very desirable grazing tract. If 
the reservation were cut down the Northern 
Pacific would at once extend branch lines 
further north. The Blackfeet tract is well 
watered by the Upper Missouri and its tribu- 
taries, and would furnish grazing land fully 
as good as that between the Missouri and the 
Yellowstone or further south in Montana. As 
it stands now this great strip of territory is 
of no possible use to the Indians or to white 
men, and Congress ought to cut it down at 
least two-thirds or three-fourths. Let the 
Indians be secured a sufficient quantity of the 
best land in the reservation for their future 
needs, and the remainder be thrown open to 
the cattle-herders and farmers. 

The arable public domain is so nearly ex- 
hausted that Congress cannot resist much 
longer the pressure for breaking up the Indian 
land monopolies. Argument should not be 
necessary where 2,000 savages hold a tract 
equal to the State of Indiana, each man, wom- 
an, and child having over 10,000 acres which 
none of them use, and which for all practical 
purposes might as well be located in the 
Desert of Sahara. This abuse must be recti- 
fied, and the sooner Congress acts the better. 
The abolition of useless reservations should 
be delayed no longer, but engaged in at once 
as a matter of great and urgent importance. 
If the reservations in Dakota and Montana 
are cut down to reasonable proportions these 
‘Territories will soon grow into great States, 
supporting large populations, and increasing 
the food supply of the country. Let the 
members of Congress from the West unite 
to push this matter and urge as a policy imper- 
atively needed the opening of the idle lands 
in the Northwest to civilization. 


Tue testimony of the President of the Bell 
Telephone Company before a Massachusetts 
legislative committee contains some suggest- 
ive figures showing the extent of fictitious 
stock issued by that company. It appears 
that in 1888 the district telephone companies 
of New England, whose capital stock was 
$5,000,000, consolidated. The Bell Company 
had a commanding influence in the new or- 
ganization, whose capital stock was watered 
up to $12,000,000, of which it held $6,215,- 
600. The President of the company in his 
testimony made the following admission: I 
„now think that it was a mistake to thus 
„ overcapitalize, but we were inexperienced 
‘In the business, and in capitalizing upon a 
percentage of anticipated earnings we nat- 
„ urally made mistakes.” Inexperience in 
business is a rather small hole to creep out 
of and is not much of a consolation to the 
people who have to pay incréased rates in 
order to enable not this company alone but 
nearly every other corporation to pay divi- 
dends upon fictitious capital. The people 
give these corporations their franchises, and 
then they are called upon to help the corpo- 
rations to pay dividends, not upon the money 
invested, but upon “anticipated earnings.”

HAS HE MODIFIED HIS PLANS? 

Lonpon, March 15.—|Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to Tne Tribune.}—There is good autbor- 
ity for the statement that Mr. Gladstone bas 
decided in deference to the determined hostili- 
ty of the people of Ulster to confine the op- 
eration of bis home-rule measures to the Prov- 
inces of Leinster, Munster, and Connaught, 
leaving to Ulster her present form of govern- 
ment intact.

What 
the compromise will be—for compromise there 
must be—no one can now foresee; but it is 
likely that ite terms will be largely in accord 
with the views at present held by Mr. Parnell, 
and from which he has at no time depdfted. 
NEWSPAPER GUESSES. 

The Standard says: 

It is supposed that Mr. Gladstone’s scheme for 
the government of Ireland proposes the estab- 
lishment of a single-chamber Parliament at Dub- 
lin and embodies the principle of minority repre- 
sentation. Ireland will continue to send members 
to Westminster, not in proportion to her popula- 
tion but in proportion to her contribution to the 
imperial revenue. Under this scheme there would 
probably be thirty Irish members of Parliament. 
The police are to be disarmed and to be under the 
control of the Government at Dublin. Provision 
is made for the use ofthe imperial forces when 
needed for the security of life and property. The 
Government at Dublin will not have power to im- 
pose duties on British to treat with foreign 
Powers, to employ the revenues of the country for 
the endowment of any religious body, or to pass 
measures impairing the validity of contracts.

Lestimate that between 250 and 260 votes 
might be obtained for any resolution against 
hereditary legislators. Perhaps this might not 
express the private views of all members 80 
voting, but it would express the views of their 
constituents. 

Most of the moderate Liberal electors have 
gone over to the Conservatives, so that the 
Radicals have now complete control of the 
Liberal party. The great bulk of those Rad- 
icals regard hereditary legislators and the prin- 
ciple of legislation by inheritance with aboyt 
the same contempt as they look upon a tribe 
of African savages. No doubt many of the 
moderate members hope to be made Peers, or 
Baronets, or Knights, or are influenced by the 
social aspect of questions, and fancy, as they 
bave aristocratic leanings, they will in the end 
come to be regarded as aristocrats themselves. 

In the present Parliament the only man bav- 
ing great influence is Mr. Gladstone. As for 
his colleagues, with the excepuon of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, no one cares about them or asks 
what their opinions may be. It is known 
that most cf them have intrigued 
to force Mr. Gladstone into retirement, 
and they have been strongly opposed to any 
scheme of home rule for Ireland. They took 
Office because they preferred piace and salary 
to being left out in the cold, I know as a fact 
Mr. Gladstone is himself strongly in favor of 
the measure for Ireland, which wil put an end 
to landlordism and give that country full con- 
trol of ail her local matters. 

It is a curious fact that with the exception 
of Jobn Morley his strongest supporters in the 
Cabinet are two Peers—Lord Ripon and Ear! 
Spencer. Mr. Gladstone, I have found good 
reasons for stating, will deal with 
the whole subject at once. He will 
have two bills, one a land bill and the other a 
bome-rule bill, which he wiil bring together. 
The machinery involved in the land bill will 
become inoperative should the home-rule bill 
fail to become a law. He will adopt the 
plan of a separate Parliament for ireland 
and the guarantee for unity of the Empire. 
The Irish will have the police under their own 
control, but the military forces will remain 
under the imperial control. The Irish nation 
will have to pay its quota into 
the Imperial © Treasury, . but is 
not yet decided whether the Irish 
members will sit in Parliament during the im- 
perial session, Of course if they do not they 
never could be called upon ta pay their quota. 
Mr. Gladstone, I may tell you, will be strictiy 
responsible for those two measures. He is work- 
ing night and day at them and receives very little 
assistance except c. matters of minor detail. 
If the bill passes the Commons and is thrown 
out in the Lords Mr. Gladstone will not dis- 
solve Parliament. He will bring the bill in 
again at the autumn session, and if it be 
thrown out again by the Lords he will intro- 
duce it next year. By that time he 
thinks the Lords will yield; but if they don’t I 
suppose he will modify his views as to their 
power to provoke dissolution and will dissoive. 
Should the bill be thrown out in the Commons 
he will make an immediate appeal to the coun- 
try. When Mr. Gladstone brings in his meas- 
ure it is pretty certain Mr. Trevelyan will re- 
sign. It is possible that Mr. Chamberlain will 
also resign.

THE FIFTIBTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 

POPE—INPORTANT DIPLOMATIC CHANGES. 

Rome, March 15.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. |—Already elaborate prep- 
arations are under way to celebrate in Rome at 
the end of the year the fiftieth anniversa- 
ry of the entry into the priesthood of 
bis Holiness, Pope Leo XIII. It is proposed to 
hold asone of the principal features of the 
jubilee a grand exhibition at the Vatican of 
the presents received by the Pope during bis 
pontificate from his spiritual subjects in all 
parts of the world. It is also the intention of 
the Pope to distribute a large number of gifts 
to needy churches throughout the Catholic 
world. 

During the last half century the Catholic 
Bishops in Asia have increased in number from 
twelve to twenty-six, besides which fifty Vicars 
Apostolic have been added to the Asiatic hie- 
rarchy, while the number of priests bas risen 
from 600 to 1,400. 

1 hear that several important changes in the 
Vatican diplomatic service have been notified 
to the European courts. Among the new nun- 
cios to be accredited are Mgr. Macchi and Mgr. 
Theodoli, who will probably be sent respect- 
ively to Vienna and Paris. Both occupy high 
places among the Pope’s immediate en- 
tourage, and are well known to Americans who 
have been received at Papal audiences. Mar. 
Galimberti, the pusbing director of the Vati- 
can organ, the Moniteure de Rome, is likely to 
be the nuncio at Madrid.

How the “‘Nickel-Piate’’ Was Named. 

TOLzepDo, O., March 14.—[Editor of The Treib- 
une. |—I notice the Toledo Rade in yesterday's 
impression criticised Tun TRIBpUN® as follows: 

The long-mooted question of the origin of the 
name of he Nickel- Plate Railway is revived 
by HE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, which mistakeniy re- 
mar 

“ithe road, which was hamed the New York, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis, was dubbed the Nickel- Plate 
by some country editor, who probably framed the 
nickname from the initials N. T. ©. I.; at least 
thatis the only explanation that has ever been 
Offered. 

Not so. The road was intended from its tncep- 
tion to be perfect in every mechanical detail. All 
the freight-cars were to be exactly alike, every 
part interchangeable, if need be; the passenger- 
coaches were to be precise duplicates of one an- 
Other. outside and inside, and the painting and dec- 
Oration the same in all, even down to the window- 
catches and the bell-cord hooks; the locomotives 
were to be all of one pattern, the rails all of one 
make—in fact, there was to de a uniformity and 
homogeneity, so to speak, never before attained 
on any railway. Whether this was carried out com- 
pletely the writer does not know. Some unknown 
one among its projectors, in boasting of this, de- 
clared the road was going to be tb best and most 
complete in the country, everything of the finest— 
even the rails were to be nickel-piate.”” Hence the 
name. Nickel-plate for car ornamentation had 
just come in and was the rage at that time, which 
accounts for the remark. The fact that the initials 
of the road (N. V., C. 4 St. L.) may by dropping 
part of them be tortured into a passably fonetic 
spelling of ‘ Nickel’--N. V. C. L.—was a mere coin- 
cidence, an afterthought, and, as far as the 
of the name goes, had no more to do with the case 
than the flowers in spring. 

The Blade sbows lamentable ignorance on 
this subject and exposes itself to ridicule. 
Tue TRIBUNE was right in saying the road was 
called the “ Nickel-Piate" by a country editor. 
His name is F. R. Loomis, and he is the editor 
of the Huron County Chronicle, published at 
Norwalk, O., not sixty miles from Toledo. To 
the writer he related the circumstances arising 
about the name as follows: “While the. road 
was being projected the managers came to 
Norwark and asked how much the citizens 
would give to have the road pass through the 
city. Several other towns were treated the 
same way, and one of them—the little town of 
Bellevue—raised more than the rest and the 
road was finaliy located there, and we were 
given the go-py. Ot course we were hot, and 
in my paper I said the road was of no account 
anyway; it was only “nickelpiate” and not 
tne real stuff. The words nickei-plate caught 
the fancy of the officials of the road 
name has stuck to it. Henry Monett first 
General Passenger Agent, compiitiiented me 
as the author of the now fam us name by giv- 
ing me the first anni pass issued by the 
road.

Another Heavy Break in California 
Passenger Rates—Chicago Passen- 
ger Association. 


Trains from the West Reach Omaha Unusu- 
ally Heavy on Account of 
Low Rates. 


The Central Traffic Association (comprising 
all roads west of the western termini of the 
trunk lines and east of the Mississippi River) 
has struck another serious snag in the matter 
of diversion of freight from one road to an- 
other in order to even up pool balances, as is 
evinced by a circular letter just sent 
to the Managers of tne various roads 
in the association by Commissioner G. K. 
Blanchard. The letter confesses that the as- 
sociation is beginnmg to feel some trouble at 
contract points because some contracting 
freight agents who watch diverted freights 
closely use their knowledge of such diversions 
to go to forwarders and ‘solicit their direct pa- 
tronage. Managers are requested to issue orders 
through the proper channels to all agents oper- 
ating by the way of their roads to keep conf- 
dential each and every fact of diversion 
und in uo wise to use them to prejudice ship- 
pers for or against any particuiar route. Such 
solicitation, it 1s declared, cannot be conceded 
and will be met by retaliation. The associa- 
tion, the letter says, seeks in every instance 
vt diversion to replace one road with another 
equally good, which shall assume all legal re- 
sponsibilities devolving upon the first carrier. 

Mr. Blanchard is no doubt laboring under a 
false impression in thinking that the contract- 
ing agents are responsible for the refusal of 
some shippers to have their freight diverted | 
by the pool authorities over others than those 
to which it was consigned by them. Most ship- 
pers have favorit routes over which they de- 
sire their freight to go, principally because 
they know those lines to be prompt in the set- 
Uement of claims for damages. They cannot 


be biamed for objecting to have their 
freight diverted by the pool over 
lines that are known to be bankrupt 
and which cannot be depended upon to make 
good losses on account of damage to freight. 
The courts have frequently decided that rail- 
roads have noright to divert freight from lines 
over which it is consigned contrary to the 
wishes of forwarders, and that the latter have 
@ perfect right to demand that their freigut be 

arded over the route it is consigned.

Ihe road, which was hamed the New York, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis, was dubbed the ‘ Nickel-Piate’ 
by some country editor, who probably framed the 
Mickname from the initials N. F. C. I.; at least 
thatis the only explanation that has ever been 
offered.”’ 

Not so. The road was intended from its incep- 
tion to be perfect in every mechanical detail. All 
the freight-cars were to be exactly alike, every 
part interchangeabie, if need be; the passenger- 
coaches were to be precise duplicates of one an- 
other, outside and inside, and the painting and dec- 
oration the same in all, even down to the window- 
catches and the bell-cord hooks; the locomotives 
were to be all of one pattern, the rails all of one 
make—in fact, there was to de a uniformity and 
homogeneity, so to speak, never before attained 
on any railway. Whether this was carried out com- 
pletely the writer does not know. Some unknown 
one among its projectors, in boasting of this, de- 
clared the road was going to be “ the best and most 
complete in the country, everything of the finest— 
even the rails were to be nickel-piate.”” Hence the 
name. Nickel-piate for car ornamentation had 
just come in and was the rage at that time, which 
accounts for the remark. The fact that the initials . 
of tne road (N. V., C. & St. IL.) may by dropping 
part of them be tortured into a passably fonetic 
spelling of * Nickel ’--N. Y. C. L.—was a mere coin- 
cidence, an afterthought, and, as far us the 
of the name goes, had no more to do with the case 
than tbe flowers in spring.

There. was an active counter business at the 
Danks yesterday, and the demand for loans was 
pretty good. Those who have been predicting an 
advance in the rates for money said that their po- 
sition bad already been vindicated and that there 
Was every evidence that the market would con- 
tinue strong during the spring. They do not point 
to any particular branch of trade as a source of 
Gemand, but say that there is a general inquiry. 
There is still some 4 per cent gall money in the 
market, but the bankers in most cases ask 4M and 
6 per cent. For time loans the rates are 6 and 7 

percent. The situation in New York is thought to 
indicate a better market here. There is a feeling 
among some of the shrewdest men in Wall! street 
that the money market there is in a condition such 
that the rate for call loans can easily be advanced 
very rapidly any day by a little manipulation. The 
reserves of a numder of the. banks are low, and 
some Of them will probably begin calling soon.
